O’Donnell, a 
Hancock 
cou nty farmer, rec-ites in a complaint 
filed in the Ru sh circu it cou rt against 
Mrs. Anna Land Clark, 
wife of a 
May s barber, in which he asks d am­ 
ages ¡and the appointment of a re­ 
ceiv er. 
The su it was filed late y es­ 
terd ay ev ening, by the plaintiff’s at 
tomey s. 
Ju d ge Blair read the com­ 
plaint and refu sed to appoint a re­ 
ceiv er withou t notice for su ch minor 
reasons ¡that were set 
forth in the 
complaint. 
The hearing was set for 
this morning and later postponed u n­ 
til one week from tomorrow. 
O’Donnell tells a story of prom­ 
ises u nkept ¡and 
d eception in 
the 
complaint. 
He say s that tip? d efend 
ant, then Anna Land , bu t now Mrs. 
Clark, and he had been engaged for 
two y ears. 
He, believ ing her to be 
sincere in her 
d eclaration of lov e, 
su pported her father, accord ing to 
the complaint. He fu rther av ers that, 
on accou nt of his lov e ¡and affection 
for her, she persu ad ed him to sell his 
farm in Hancock qou nty and bu y a 
rooming and board ing hou se in Ind i­ 
anapolis. 
O’Donnell asesrts that he inv ested 
$2400. the resu lt of the sale of his 
land , in the hou se and 
placed 
his 
fiancee in charge. It was located at 
410 East Market street in Ind iana­ 
polis. lie say s that Mrs. Clark gav e 
him a mortgage for the property bu t 
that it was nev er record ed . 
He d e­ 
clared he relied on her promise to 
marry him. 


The plaintiff charges 'that the d e 
fend ant was d eceiv ing him all the 
time and that she nev er intend ed to 
marry him. 
After the ex ecu tion of 
the mortgage, it is said in the com­ 
plaint,-that the d efend ant told O’Don­ 
nell to let her hav e it and she wou ld 
pay him $7 50 on the total amou nt 
tand the remaind er in a short time. 
O'Donnell d eclares that he d eliv ­ 
ered the mortgage to her and -that 
she d estroy ed it and later sold the 
property for $19 00. 
He fu rther as 
serts thht she 
married 
Clark, the 
Ru sh cou nty man, on Janu ary fif­ 
teenth of 'this y ear. 
He also say s 
that she sold the botard ing hou se oil 
time ¡and has ns y et receiv ed no part 
of the 
amou nt. 
O’Donnell 
also 
charges that Mrs. Clark 
accepted 
jewelry to the amou nt of $305 from 
him and has 
refu sed d o 
retu rn it. 
Watson, Tits worth & Green are at­ 
torney s for Mrs. Clark. 


Sheriff Clata. Bebou t recalls an in­ 
cid ent of a few months ago which he 
believ es had to d o 
with (the

which cau sed the cou rt action to be

by telephone and said that O’Donnell 
was coming d own 
here to

u rged the sheriff to meet a certain I. 
& C. traction car and get O’Donnell 
before he committed the d astard ly 
d eed . 
The sheriff met the car bu t 
nev er saw the man.

Despite » the fact that he has been 
brand ed as an insu rgent on accou nt 
of many recent acts, Finly Gray of 
Connersv ille, 
representativ e-elect in 
Congress from the Six th d istrict, won 
a signal v ictory in the 
Democratic 
joint cau cu s held in the Hou se cham­ 
ber in Ind ianapolis last night by ob­ 
taining, throu gh 
Senators Carleton 
and Shiv ely and Lieu tenant Gov ernor 
Hall, a reapportionment of the Six th 
d istrict wid ely d ifferent from 'that or­ 
iginally proposed . 
Und er the reapportionment 
plan 
for the congressional d istrict,ad opted 
Iasi night 
Marion 
cou nty is 
not 
changed . 
The only change mad e in 
the Six th is the remov al of Decatu r 
cou nty from the Six th d istrict jnto 
the Fou rth d istrict. 
This 
change 
tend s to make ¡the Six th, long a Re­ 
pu blican d istrict, more safely Demo­ 
cratic. 
It was 
d eclared 
after the 
cau cu s that Gov ernor Marshall also 
had contribu ted his 
influ ence in 
Gray ’s behalf. The original proposed 
change, as ad v ocated by Senator Su l­ 
liv an and others, wou ld hav e mad e 
the Six 'tli d istrict heav ily Repu blican. 
The Crav ens congressional appor­ 
tionment bill, which is read y for third 
read ing in the Senate, will be amend ­ 
ed this morning with a su bstitu te bill,

ocrats far more than they wou ld help 
the party . 
Senator 
Shiv ely asked 
•that there be no reapportionmenit. He 
said that it was u nwise for the Dem­ 
ocrats to attempt a gerry mand er, as 
it wou ld immed iately be brand ed as

Tex t o f the Lesso n, II King s ii, 1-13. 
Memo ry Verses, 11, 12—Go lden Tex t, 
Gen. v , 24 —Co mmentary Prepared by 
ftev . D. M. Stearns. 


As we come to Elijah’s farewell to 
earth for the present we might with 
great profit rev iew and ponder his di­ 
rect messages from the Lord, which, 
if I hav e counted cofrectly , were just 
eight (I Kings x v ii, 2, 8; x v iii, 1; x ix , 9 , 
x x i, IT, 28; II Kings i, 3, 13). 
In the 
prev ious chapter in connection with 
the messages from heav en to Elijah 
notice how God observ es all that is 
done for or against Him, and also 
how He tells His serv ants when to go 
or stay ^ “The way s of man are be­ 
fore the ey es of the Lord, and He pon- 
dereth all his goings” (Prov . v, 21). 
Note the fire from heav en in chapter 
i, 10, 12, and compare Rev. vi, 5. 
We should hav e noticed" in last les­ 
son the penitence of Ahab and the 
Lord’s forbearance and long suffering 
(I Kings x x i, 27-29 ). 
Truly He is not 
willing that any should perish (II Fet. 
iii, 9 ). 
Now we came in our lesson of to­ 
day to something wholly uniq ue in the 
Bible story , for, although Enoch also 
was translated, we hav e no record of 
the 
incidents 
connected 
therewith. 
Only thege two hav e ev er left the earth 
without dy ing, but a great company 
will hav e this priv ilege when Jesus 
shall come to the air for His church 
(I Cor. x v , 51, 52; I Thoss. iv, 16-18). 
There is a fearful record in Rev. x ix , 
20, of two men who shall be cast into 
the lake of fire without dy ing. 
This lesson story of the translation 
of Elijah and the beautiful dev otion 
of Elisha is one of the most fascinat­ 
ing in Scripture and intensely prac­ 
tical. 
They are more intimately as­ 
sociated here than any where else, and 
their names, which are mentioned ov er 
tw enty times in our lesson and signify 
“My God is Jehov ah” and “My God Is 
salv ation,” are so suggestiv e of nim 
w ith whom they both walked. 
Elisha’s oft repeated “As the Lord 
liv eth and as thy soul liv etb I will 
not leav e thee” (v erses 2, 4, C) remind 
us of the dev otion of Ruth to Naomi 
and of Ittai to Dav id for the sake of 
the God of Israel (Ruth i, 16, 17; II 
Sam. x v , 21). 
The ex pressions “So they went,” 
“So they came,” “They two went on,” 
“They two stood,” “They two went 
ov er,” “They still went on and talked” 
(v erses 2, 4, G, 7, 8, 11), suggest to us 
the possibility of such a fellowship 
with the Lord Jesus Christ Himself, 
seeing no one but Jesus only with our 
selv es and so occupied with Him that 
we shall be blind and deaf to all but 
Him (Mark ix , 8; Acts x x ii, 11). 
The 
four places mentioned are easily sug­ 
gestiv e of different stages of Christian 
ex perience, Gilgal reminding us of the 
reproach of Egy pt rolled away , tin* 
past under the blood (Josh, v, 9 , 10). 
Bethel tells of v isions of God, minis­ 
tering angels, etc.; Jericho was where 
the new captain appeared to Joshua, 
and the thirteenth round of the city 
brought down the walls. 
All this indicates progress in the 


div ine life, but there is alway s more 
for us to enjoy , and we will increas­ 
ingly possess our possessions if we 
whole heartedly follow on (Obad. x v ii; 
Hos. vi, 3). 
To Elijah’s q uestion. “Ask w hat I 
shall do for thee,” Elisha promptly re­ 
plied, “Let a double portion of thy 
spirit be upon me” (v erse 9 ). 
When 
Elijah considered what he had passed 
through we do not wonder that he said 
to the man who wanted a double por­ 
tion of his spirit, “Thou hast asked a 
hard thing.” 
Few are filled with the 
spirit just foT that reason. It is a hard 
thing—not hard for God to grant, but 
for us to be willing to receiv e, accord­ 
ing to Luke x iv , 26, 27, 33. Many are 
called, but few are chosen, for the 
same reason. 
I hav e often tried to picture these 
two men as they walked on together. 
We may not know which way Elijah 
looked, but there can be no doubt 
about Elisha, for his receiv ing his 
heart’s desire depended upon his see­ 
ing Elijah when he w-'s taken from 
him. How could there bo a r ore stead­ 
fast beholding of a person? 
If we 
looked up as steadfastly into heav en 
as Stephen did (Acts v ii, 55) there 
would be more of Jesus seen in our 
liv es. 
Well, the whirlwind came, and the 
horses and chariot of fire, and Elijah 
was taken, and Elisha saw it, and, 
rending his own m antle in two pieces, 
he took up the mantle of Elijah that 
fell from him and went back and stood 
by Jordan. 
Elijah is gone, but not 
so the God of Elijah. 
W ith the mantle of Elijah he smote 
the w aters and said. “W here is the 
Lord God of Elijah?” 
The waters di­ 
v ided, and Elisha went ov er, and the 
sons of the prophets who were w atch­ 
ing said, “The spirit of Elijah doth 
rest on Elisha.” 
Some people took 
knowledge of Peter and John that they 
had been with Jesus, and there should 
be a sav or of Him in the liv es of all 
His people (Acts iv, 13; II Cor. ii, 14, 
15). To the sons of the prophets’ per­ 
sistent plea that they might go and 
search for Elijah, Elisha finally y ield­ 
ed. They returned after three day s of 
v ain searching and confessed that th^y 
could not find him. 
There may be 
such searching when the church has 
been taken. 
We nex t see Elijah in 
Matt, x v ii aliv e and well.

The life of Moses is more easily out­ 
lined than that of any other of the 
ancient Jewish patriarchs. 
It is di­ 
v ided 
by 
y ears—and 
each div ision 
opens a new period in his life—into 
three eq ual parts. 
He died a t the age 
of 120 y ears. The first forty y ears of 
his life were spent in Egy pt, the sec­ 
ond forty in Midian at the home of a 
relativ e called Jethro and the last for­ 
ty y ears in the wilderness, leading the 
children of Israel in their wanderings, 
when God brought them to the west 
shore of the Jordan, whence they were 
to enter Canaan, but without Moses 
because of Jbis disobedience aud hasti­ 
ness on a certain part of the journey 
in the wilderness. 
Then from Mount 
Nebo he was permitted to look ov er 
into the promised land. 
But there he 
died, and God buried him on the lone­ 
ly mountain when he had seen the 
promised Jand, but was not destfm 


to enter, though it must hav e been the 
chief desire of his heart. But one sin 
one act of disobedience, 
disbarred 
him, as many are shut out from the 
heav enly Canaan. 
A glimpse of Moses’ life may not be 
unprofitable. 
1. He spent forty y ears in Egy pt. 
He was born when Hebrew males 
under two y ears of age were to be 
put to death to decrease the popu­ 
lation of a foreign people in Egj’pt. 
Joseph and his work of sav ing the 
nation 
had 
been 
forgotten. 
Egy pt 
feared an internal uprising of this 
ev er increasing nation or with any 
outside enemy , which would mean 
Egy pt’s sure defeat; hence the edict 
to kill the male children. 
Moses es­ 
caped and was raised in the king’s 
palace by the clev er action of his 
mother. 
Here he receiv ed a "fine edu­ 
cation, which was undoubtedly God’s 
purpose in sav ing him as he did. that 
he might possess the knowledge which 
was necessary for the great work 
which God had for him to do. 
When 
forty y ears old Moses was told his 
mission and began at once and alone 
by killing an Egy ptian. The nex t day 
he fled from his task and went to the 
lui.<’ of Median. 
2. Moses in Midian. 
Here he liv ed 
with Jethro for forty y ears, became 
acq uainted with God, who appeared 
to him. 
The purpose of God in send­ 
ing him to Midian was to calm his dis­ 
position, and when God called him 
again he had become the meekest of 
meek and tried to giv e ex cuses. 
But 
God answered all his ex cuses, and at 
last the second period of his life was 
ov er, and he returned to Egy pt to de­ 
mand by the order of God that Israel 
under his leadership be allowed to 
leav e the land. 
At last, God hav ing 
sent ten plagues upon the Egy ptians, 
the king granted his req uest, though 
he again repented, followed with his 
army , which died in the Rod sea. 
3. The third period of forty y ears 
was spent in the wilderness, leading 
the people here and there until nil had 
died who started from Egy pt, ex cept 
Joshua, Caleb and Moses. They spent 
a long time at Mount Sinai when the 
people, hitherto only a mob, were 
formed into a state and a church. 
The tabernacle was made; public wor­ 
ship was inaugurated. God here gav e 
Moses the Ten Commandments on 
tables of stone. 
Laws to gov ern the 
people were also made, and Moses be­ 
came the greatest lawgiv er in the 
world’s history . Moses was one of the 
world’s great men. 
W ith but one ex ­ 
ception he was faithful to ev ery com­ 
mand of God. From a q uick tempered 
man he became the meekest by the 
lesson he learned in Midian. 
Ills life 
may well be studied as one of thofee 
th at lift up the liv es of others.

heart of the people was not stirred to 
the 
cu stomary 
joy ou s 
preparation. 
Throu g hou t the entire repu blic there 
seemed to be a spirit of silent, su llen 
discontent.

President Zarllla had made him far 
from a popu lar 
idol. 
Fresh 
tax es, 
fresh import du ties, and, more than 
•all, his tolerance of the ou trag eou s 
pression of the citizens by the 
tary had rendered him the most ob­ 
nox iou s president since the despised 
Alforan. 
Bu t the most impolitic of the admin­ 
istration’s mov es had been when it 
antag onized the Vesu v iu s Fru it Com­

An emissary req u ested an inter­ 
v iew with a representativ e of the 
company . The Vesu v iu s sent Mr. Fran- 
zoni, a little, stou t, cheerfu l man al­ 
way s whistling Verdi. 
Senor 
Ortiz, 
secretary to the Minister of Finance, 
attempted the sandbag g ing in behalf 
of Costarag u a. 
Senor Ortiz opened neg otiations by 
the annou ncement that the 
g ov ern­ 
ment contemplated the bu ilding of a 
railroad to skirt the 
allu v ial 
coast 
lands. After tou ching u pon the bene­ 
fits su ch an improv ement wou ld con­ 
fer u pon the interests of the Vesu ­ 
v iu s, he reached the definite su g g es­ 
tion that a contribu tion to the road’s 
ex pense of one hu ndred thou sand pe­ 
sos wou ld not be more than an eq u iv a­ 
lent to benefits receiv ed. 
Mr. Franzoni denied

NOT ENOUGH APPROPRIATED KILL SERVICE PENSION El L W ENDED TO PAY MONEY BACK 


It Has Been Found That the Legisla­ 
tive Appropriation Bill Underesti­ 
mated Expense of Session by About 
$7,000— But at That the Assembly 
^Will Get Through on $13,000 Less | 
Than That of 1909. 


Indianapolis, March 3.—As estimat- , 
ed by Ed D. Donnell , the purchasing 
agent of the legislature, in a report 
made to the house committee on legis­ 
lative expenses, the appropriation of 
$120,000 made at the beginning of the 
session to pay the expenses of the 
present 
legislature 
will 
be 
about 
$7,000 short of the necessary amount. 
This, however, is $13,000 less than the 
expense of the 
legislature of 1909, 
which cost the state $140,000. Of this 
$13,000 saved, more than $6,000 of it 
will be in the printing and stationery 
bills. 
Mr. Donnell was selected as 
purchasing agent because he is a prac­ 
tical printer and because of his knowl­ 
edge of the amount of supplies nec­ 
essary . 
Because the session has not 
y et ended it is impossible to tell what 
the total bill for supplies will be, but 
Mr. Donnell thinks the estim ate he 
has made is a fair one. 
The total expenditure for the sel- 
aries and mileage of senators will be 
$20,069. 
The pay ments to employ es 
In the senate will total $21,484.50. In 
the house the salary and mileage for 
the full session is $40,347.20, and the 
pay ments to employ es $24,559.50. The 
totals of these items in the senate is 
$41,484.50, and in the house $64,906.70. 


A Model of Its Kind. 
The house passed the cold storage 
bill, from the senate, with only four 
votes cast against it. 
The measure 
was not amended in the house, and 
was to go direct to the governor. The 
bill is said to be the first of its kind 
passed in any State of the Union, and 
the food and drug authorities of the 
state expect it to become a model for 
other states. 
It was suggested to H. 
E. Barnard, state food and drug com­ 
missioner, by Governor Marshall. Mr. 
Barnard wrote to H. W. Wiley , nation­ 
al chemist, for suggestions for the bill, 
and on Mr. WTiley ’s 
suggestion the 
measure was largely based. 
It was 
subsequently approved by the hotel 
keepers’ association of the state and 
later, after some changes were made, 
by the state association of cold storage 
men. 
It limits to nine months the 
tim e that food products may be kept 
In cold storage, and provides for the 
labeling of cold storage products when 
offered for sale, at either wholesale 
or retail. 
In Danger of Death. 
In spite of the fact that the house 
passed the good roads bill In the teeth 
of a powerful lobby against it, the sen­ 
ate has shown no disposition to pay j 
any attention to the bill, and it Is now j 
aald that the bill stands a good chance i 
of death. 
This is the bill which is ! 
aimed at the practice of “farming out” i 
road tax contracts by corporations, j 
a practice which men from every part j 
of the state have declared is one det­ 
rim ental to good roads. 
The civil procedure bill, from the 
senate, designed to simplify pleadings 
In civil cases, was 
passed by the 
house by a vote of 56 to 34. 
The hill 
was amended In the house so as not 
to apply to pending litigation. 
The hodee advanced the senate bill 
carry ing a new state constitution to 
third reading. The minority members 
protested against the advancement of 
the measure on the afternoon of the 
day the bill had been laid on their 
desks In printed form, and threats 
to break the quorum were heard, but 
nothing came of them. 
The 
constitution 
bill 
was 
later 
passed by the house by a strict party j 
rote, the minority members filing pro­ 
tests as their names were called. 
Good Roads Bill Perished. 
The senate killed the highway com­ 
mission bill, 18 votes being cast for it 
and 27 against it. This was one of the 
good roads bills favored by the good 
roads congress. 
This bill, drcvwn to 
create a state highway board and es­ 
tablish the office of 
state highway 
commissioner, also provided for a 
state highway fund and for state aid 
in the construction and m aintenance 
of roads. 
The object of the bill was 
to furnish a means whereby roads in 
the state might be of uniformly good 
construction. 
The license fee and restrictive fea­ 
tures of the Proctor liquor regulation 
bill, as amended by the house, will not 
he disturbed by th o senate and house 
conference committee. The conferees 
agreed that the house amendments 
concerning the license fees and re- 
atrictidn of saloons to one to each 500 
population should stand. 
According 
to a member of the committee, the 
only Important question under discus- 
alon by the committee is a plan to 
harmonize the bill’s provisions as to 
what shall 
constitute a bad moral 
character for a saloon keeper and pre- 
! vent him from obtaining a license. 
The corrupt practices bill passed the 
house. The bill defines what are cor­ 
rupt practices In connection with pri­ 
maries, 
caucuses, 
conventions 
and 
elections, and provides penalties for 
▼iolatiohs. 


Senator Lodge’s Point of Order Agai'ict 
Measure That Would Have Distrib­ 
uted $50,000,000 Among the Old Sol­ 
diers of the Country , Was Sustained 
and the Bill Was Ruled O ut— Li; 
Supply Bills Passed. 


W ashington, March 3.—On motion 
of Senator McCumber and with the ap­ 
proval of the friends of the tariff board 
bill, the senate, after considering the 
bill creating a tariff board from 11 
o’clock 
until 5 
last 
evening, pro­ 
ceed to displace the bill as the unfin­ 
ished business and took up general ap­ 
propriation bills and passed the pen­ 
sion 
appropriation, 
diplomatic 
and 
consular, coast fortification and mili­ 
tary academy bills. 
The service pensions bill, carry ing 
appropriations of nearly $50,000,000, 
which was passed by the house and 
which the president had indicated that 
he would veto, was put to sleep in the 
senate as far as this session of con­ 
gress is concerned. The measure was 
offered as an amendment to the gen­ 
eral pension bill, whereupon Senator 
Lodge made a point of order against 
its consideration, on the ground that 
it came under theM*ule that includes 
general legislation. 
Senator Curtis resisted the point of 
order. He declared that if the federal 
government 
could 
afford 
to 
issue 
bonds to build the Panama canal and 
spend millions on the navy and the 
army , it ought to raise money to pro­ 
vide for the old soldiers. 
Vice President Sherman sustained 
the point of order made by Senator 
Lodge and ruled the amendment out 
on the ground that it is general legis­ 
lation. 


Tariff Commission Bill Displaced. 


It was not until 5 o’clock that the 
Republican insurgents consented to 
have the tariff commission displaced 
in favor of appropriation measures. 
This gave the senate the first respite 
it had in six hours from the Demo­ 
cratic filibuster against the tariff com­ 
mission bill. 
An attem pt had been 
made by the Democrats soon after the 
senate met to forfce the consideration 
of the appropriation bills, but this was 
voted down, 55 to 23, and the tariff 
commission bill was still before the 
senate ,as the regular order of busi­ 
ness. 
It was evident from this vote that 
the Republican regulars were standing 
by the compromise agreem ent they 
made with insurgents on the basis of 
the Lorimer case and intended to see 
th at they got a vote if possible on the 
tariff commission 
proposition. 
The 
Republican insurgents soon became 
convinced that the Democratic filibus­ 
ter was on in real earnest, and then 
the efforts to compromise were re­ 
newed. Several of the Democrats pro­ 
posed to the Republican leaders that 
the Canadian reciprocity agreement 
be tacked to the tariff board bill as an 
amendm ent and that both measures 
be passed. The Republicans could non 
agree to this, and then the Democrats 
offered- to vote on the tariff board bill 
provided the Republicans wonld agice 
to a vote on Canadian reciprocity im­ 
mediately afterward. 
This offer also 
was rejected. 


Drove Smoot Into a Corner. 


Senator 
Bankhead 
of 
Alabama 
charged that the regular Republicans 
of the senate had entered into a con­ 
spiracy to defeat the big appropria­ 
tions bill, apparently with a view to 
em barrassing President Taft. 
The 
Democrats succeeded in driving Sena­ 
tor Smoot into a corner in debate^and 
forcing him to disclose the details of 
the bargain which the regular Repub­ 
licans had made with the insurgents 
in regard to a vote on the Lorimer 
case. 
Senator Smoot’s statem ent dis­ 
closed that the Republicans not only 
had agreed to make the tariff com­ 
mission bill the unfinished business of 
the senate, hut had pledged them ­ 
selves to put It ahead of the appro­ 
priation bills, carry ing hundreds of 
millions of dollars. 
Senator Bankhead declared that he 
wished to show the Republicans up in 
their true light, and 
he therefore 
moved that the senate proceed to the 
consideration of the postoffice appro­ 
priation bill. 
This was voted down, 
56 to 24, the Republican senators who 
had made their deal for a vote on the 
Lorimer case again standing solidly 
with the insurgents. 
“The senate,” 
said Mr. Bankhead, “seems determined 
to place the appropriation bills back 
of the tariff board bill, and I want the 
country to know that the Republicans 
will be responsible for the necessity 
for an extra session.” 
One or two further efforts were 
tnade by the Democrats to force con- 
tideration of the appropriation bills 
before the insurgents finally hoisted 
I signal of distress and consented to 
their agreement to have the tariff com- 
Jnission displaced. 
It was then that the senate got 
flown to the only business that it had 
transacted in two day s with the ex­ 
ception of the vote on the Lorimer 
case. 
In the one hour it passed four 
of the general appropriation bills, car­ 
ry ing altogether about $174,000,000. 


In the Meantime, However, His Latest 
Venture Practiced at the Expense of 
Earlham College, Got the Police 
After Him and Jesse Seavers Now 
Faces a Term of Imprisonment at , 
Jeffersonville. 


Richmond, 
Ind., 
March 
3.—From 
Lima, O., where he was arrested at the 
Y. M. C. A., Jesse Seavers, who re­ 
cently defrauded Earlham college of 
$75, was brought to Richmond. 
Sea­ 
vers came to Earlham about a month 
ago, and, 
after getting acquainted 
with several members of the faculty , 
signed up for three courses in prepara­ 
tion for the ministry . He presented a 
check on a Lafay ette bank, ^rhich was 
certified by the college treasurer and 
cashed by Seavers at the Union Na­ 
tional bank. Seavers immediately dis­ 
appeared. 
Seavers entered a plea of guilty and 
was fined $10 and sentenced to the, 
Jeffersonville reform atory for two to 
fourteen y ears. Seavers told his attor­ 
ney that he was prompted to raise 
money by fraudulent means In order 
to get funds to pursue his religious 
studies. He intended, he said, to keep 
a strict account of all money thus ob­ 
tained, and, when able to do so, to re­ 
imburse 
colleges 
and 
individuals 
whom he had defrauded. 
According 
to 
the 
memorandums 
kept by Seavers, the total amount of 
money he had obtained from colleges 
and individuals was $608.

Escaped Georgia Convict Was Chief of 
Police at Danville, Va. 
Danville, Va., March 3.—The man 
who for five y ears has held the posi­ 
tion of chief of police of Danville un­ 
der the name of R. E. Morris was 
shown to be Edgar Stripling, a m ur­ 
derer and an escaped prisoner from 
H arris county , Georgia, who gained 
his liberty while serving a life term. 
He is being taken back to Georgia to 
begin the sentence pronounced against 
him fourteen 
y ears ago. 
W ithout 
warning he was confronted by an offi­ 
cer with requisition papers to carry 
him back, and he at once acknowl­ 
edged his identity , making no effort 
to deny it. 
Not for a moment did he 
lose his nerve as he replied, “Yes, I 
am the man y ou want. I am guilty .” 
He was in uniform when arrested. 
In a steady voice he was heard to say 
over the telephone, "I won’t be home 
tonight. 
Mr. Smith has come for me. 
You know, down in Georgia.” 
The arrest of Stripling occurred on 
the evening of the expiration of his 
term as chief of police of this city . 
The board of police commissioners 
have a meeting scheduled for tonight 
for the election of a chief. Morris was 
a candidate for chief, and although he 
was being opposed, every indication 
pointed to his re-election.
